3. The imposition of the highest 
practicable tax upon spirituousdrinks 
and an insistence upon both good 
moral character and a severe license 
in the case of liquor dealers. 


4. The punishment of those found 
in a state of intoxication and the es- 


tablishment of refuges for those who 
cannot refrain from 
etrong liquors.— Medical News,

Garrett County Schools Closed. 
[Special Dispatch to the Baltimore Sun,] 
CUMBERLAND, MD.,, Jan. 19.—The 

public schools of Garrett county clos- 
ed last Friday, and will probably not 
reopen before next September. When 
the new school board of the county 
took charge a few days ago, they dis- 
covered a debt created by their pred- 
ecessors in office, which leayes mat- 
ters in curious shape. The official 
statement of the retiring treasurer, 
Mr. Ludwig, shows that the actual 
indebtedness January 1, 1886, was 
something over eleven thousand five 
nundred dollars, and after allowance 
is made for amounts due the board 
from the couuty, State and other 


$7,000 indebtedness unprovided for, 
A locai law of Garrett county, passed 
in 1884, wheu the retiring board went 
in, provided for the funding of the 
then existing debt, and prescribed 
that the board should not create an- 
other debt for which the people of 
|the county should be liable. The 
debt has been made, however, and 
the new board say that their only 


| way out was to shut down expenses 


by closing the schools until they can 
catch up, as it were, by husbanding 
the revenues. Thegreater portion of 
the debt is for the pay of teachers dur- 
ing the fall term of last year, the bal-

have only run a few weeks under the 
new board.

CUMBERLAND, MbD., Jan. 19.—The 

public schools of Garrett county clos- 
ed last Friday, and will probably not 
reopen before next September.

There has been a great deal said 
lately in the way of reports, state- 
ments, &c., about public school mat- 
ters. First came a report from the 
late Secretary and Exuminer, to the 
close of the last tiseal year, That re- 
port, which, in the main, was prob- 
ably correct, was unsatisfactory be- 
cause it was not a defailed report. It 
simply dealt in generalities which 
were almost unintelligible to the peo- 
ple whom it most interests. Then 
came a report from the late Board of 
Commissioners which conflicts with 
the report of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer, aud which shows on its face that 
it is grossly incorrect, In the last 
number of the REPUBLICAN we pub- 
lished an exhaustive statement from 
Dr. E. H. Bartlett, the present efti- 
cient secretary and examiner, This 
report is doubtless correct and is en- 
lirely satisfactory so fur as it goes, 
but like a continued story in the pop- 
ular story paper, it stops at the most 
interesting point, In the statement 
published last week it was broadly 
hinted, if not directly charged, that 
there were some items of expenditure 
within the last two years which were 
not creditable to the late Board. Now 
the statement made by Dr. Bartlett 
shows just how the finances stood in 
July, 1884, after the sale of bonds for 
the school debt. What the people 
want is a detailed statement, begin- 
ning where Dr. Bartlett left off, and 
showing what money came into the 
hands of the late Board and how 
that money was expended. The late 
Board, for some reason, seemed un- 
willing to give an itemized statement 
of its transactions, and as they are all 
contained in the books, if Dr. Bart- 
Jett will give such a statement for the | 
years 1884 and 1885 he will place the 
tax-payers of the county under many 
obligations to him. If this is done | 
there will be no more grubbling about | 
what the indebtedness does or does 
not amount to. This would perhaps 
entail upon Dr. Bartlett work which | 
should have been done by some one | 
else, but the favor, if conferred upon 
the public by him, will not be soon 
forgotten.

Upon the announce- 
ment of his death the flag at his

Death of General W. 8. Hancock. 


New York, Feb. 9.—Major Gen- 
erei W. S. Hancock, U. 8S. A., died 
4t 2:35 this afternoon. General Han- 
eock’s death was the result of a ma- 
lignant carbuncle on the back of his 
neck, which had confined him to his 
bed for several days. No serious 
alarm was felt until shortly before he 
expired. 

The news caused the profoundest 
sorrow in eommercial and financia;

OUR WASHINGTON LETTER. 


[From our Regular Correspondent 
WASHINGTON, D.C,, Feb. 8, 1886, 
Of all subjects within the jurisdic- 

tion of the Federal Government, none 
is nearer to the people at large nor 
affects personally more individuals 
than the granting of pensions. Yet 
it would be difficult to find a matter 
of legislation or administration about 


| which persons who ought to be well 
| informed differ so widely. 


The pen- 
sion legislation prior to 1861, may for 
our purposes be regarded as obsolete 
and left out of consideration, Since 
July 1, 1861, numerous general pen- 
sion laws have been passed, and as 
these laws now stand the beneficiaries 
thereunder are entitled in the follow- 
ing order: First, the soldier or sailor, 
Second, his widow. Third, his minor 
child or children, Fourth, his mo- 
ther. Fifth, his father. Sixth, his 
brotherers and sisters. That is to say, 
while the soldier himself is alive no 


| ot her person can receive any pension 


by reason of his service; after his 
death the children can receiye noth- 
ing while the widow suryives unmuar- 
ried, and the mother can receive noth- 
ing while is either a widow or minor 
child surviving, &. A popular im- 
pression prevails that a person who 
isin good financial circumstances is 
not entitled to a pension. For this 
impression there is Jittle foundation. 
As to the soldier cr sailor, the widow 
and the minor children, the property 
of the claimant is not considered in 
any manner, and the millionaire and 
the pauper baye exactly the same 
rights conferred by law; as to the 
mother, father and brothers and sis- 
ters, the financial circumstances of 
the claimant are considered, and de- 
pendence upon the soldier or sailor 
for support must be shown, 

From July 1, 1861, to July 1, 1885, 
there were filed with the 
sionets of Pensions, 968,840 applica- 
tions for pension, and of these 580,897 
were allowed. Upon the claims al- 
lowed the Government has paid out, 
up to the last date given, $747,040,- 
541.06. How instructive are 
figures when we seek to understand 
the losses inflicted in the terrible 
struggle for the preservation of the 
Union!

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Maryland and West Virginia Boun- | 
dary Line, 
We notice that Senator Browning | 
has called the attention of the Senate 
to the disputed boundary line (from 
the Fairfax Stone to Mason and Dix- 
son’s line), between West Virginia 
and Maryland, It is high time that 
some steps were taken to have this 
matter adjusted. It is a source of con. 
stant annoyance and trouble to the 
people living along or near said 
boundary. The dispute about this 
boundary is as old as the charter of 
Maryland, and arose in construing 
that document. By the terms of the 
charter of Maryland, which we haye 
before us, we find ‘that the western | 
boundary of the grant was the meridi- 
an of the fountain of the Potomac 
from the point where it cut the 40th | 
degree of North Latitude,” 


This language seems to be plain, 
but the controversy was as to (he (oca- 
tion of the point on the ground, which 
was tixed upon paper by the grant. 
Virginia regarded this point as defi- 
nitely fixed wy the planting of the} 
Fairfax Stone in 1746, but Maryland 
did not regard that act as binding 
upon her because she was not a party 
to it. After the Revolutioaary war, 
Maryland set up the claim “that the 
South Branch of the Potomac was the 
true head and source of that river, it 
being the longer and larger of the two 
streams. This claim was frequently 
asserted in the form 
adopted by the Legislature of Mary- 
Jand, and in a communication by the 
Goyernor in 1790. The difference be-

tween the two places of beginning | 


embraced a section of country about 
one mile wide and thirty-six miles 
Jong. About the year 1832, Maryland 
filed a bill in the Supreme Court of 
the United States, asserting a legal 
demand to the territory above re- 
ferred to, Evidence was then pro- 
duced which showed conclusively 
that under the grant, said boundary 
eommenced at the most western 
source of the North Branch of the 
Potomac, whereupon, the Bill, which 
had been filed, was dismissed and the 
above claim of Maryland abandoned- 
After this, the question between the 
two states was as to whether or not 
the Fairfax Stone stood at the most 
western source of the North Branch 
Virginia asserting that it did, and 
Maryland refusing to recognize it as 
the correct beginning. So matters 
stood until 1852, when the 
ture of Maryland passed an act recog- 
nizing the Fairfax Stone as the be- 
ginning point, and invited Virginia 
to appoint commissioners to run and 
make the line. The invitation was 
accepted by Virginia by an act passed 
in 1858, and the line was accordingly 
run in 1859, by commissioners Mc. 
Donald ard Lee, with the assistance 
of Lt. Michler, of the U. S. Coast Sur- 
vey. The line so run was formally 
adopted by an act of the Maryland 
Legislature passed March Sth, 1860 
The report was communicated to the 
Legisiature of Virginia in 1859-60, 
but was not acted upon by that body. 
On the Pennsylvania boundary the 
new line is about three quarters of a 
mile west of the old one, According 
to the report of Lt. Michler, the old 
Hine was run with a surveyor’s com- 
pass, and incorrect variations were 
allowed, hence its incorrectness. The 
territory between the old and new 
lines is that which now causes the 
trouble ; West Virginia claims east to 
the old line, and Maryland west to 
the new line. Taxesare claimed from 
the unfortunate;}people by both states, 
and Maryland courts recognize Mary- 
jan’ patents and West Virginia rec- 
ognize Virginia patents. 

It can readily be seen from 
drief statement that some 
ought to be taken looking to a settle- 
ment of this vexatious matter, and, 
we trust, Senator Browning may suc- 
eeed in his laudable effort in that 
direction.

The money received for the 
property was invested in fine apparel. 
pilieticket had been placed in bank 
| for eollection, and in a few weeks re- | 

turned to him endorsed on the back, | 
“No, 10,047 drew the $75,000 prize.’’ |

On 
October 10 he became Chief of the Mili- 
tary Cabinet of the Government of 
National Defense at Tours and acquitted 
himself ably of his functions during this

In 1876 he was returned to the Senate 
with a comfortable majority in the De- 
partment of the Seine, and on December 
14 following he became Minister of 
Public Works in the Dufaure Cabinet 

M. de Freycinet retained his portfolio 
as a member of the Waddington Min- 
stry when M. Grevy succeeded Marshal 
de MacMahon as President on February 
4, 1879 In December, 1879, he became 
Premier and Minister of Foreign Af 
fairs. Next September he gave place to 
to M. Jules Ferry. In 1882 he was again 
made Prime Minister but fell in conse- 
quence of his unsatisfactory policy with 
regard to the Egyptian question. Given 
the opportunity of co-operating with 
England in its solution he failed to take 
advantage of the opportunity He was 
chosen as Premier again upon the Ton- 
quin disaster of M. Ferry March 
but failed to form a Cabinet. When the

A New Assessment, 


There saems to be a disposition on 
the part of some of the members of 
the Legislature and others to agitate 
the subject of a new assessment. It 
has been taken for granted, appar- 
ently, by a great many of our people: 
that a law providing for a general as- 
sessment will be passed at the present 
session of the General Assembly. In 
fact, quite a number of petitions haye 
been forwarded by those who desire 
to be appointed assessors. There 
certainly is no necessity for a new as- 
sessment just now, and no reason 
why the people should be burdened 


with this additional expense, unless | 


it be to make offices and places for a 
large army of party blowers and 
strikers. The assessment of 1876 cost 
the people of Garrett county nearly 
five thousand dollars in hard cash, 
and, we persume, the cost was about

State. Certainly such an outlay of 
money should not be required unless 
the public welfare absolutely de- 
manded it. In our humble judg

the Legislature we trust this effort to

“Bohemian Oats,” 

Farmers in several parts of the 
country Inquire as to the so-called 
“Bohemian Oats,’”’ and about the 
“Oo.”’ engaged in selling them. The 
old “Skinless”? oat, was some years 
ago sold under the name of ** Bohe~ 
mian,’’ and we are informed that the 
grain now sold Ssimilar. The Skin- 
less oat is a very old variety, that is 
valued in Europe, but has not met 
with marked success in this country. 
The present interest in these Bohe- 
minn oats, is not 80 much in their 
intrinsic yalue asa farm crop, as in 
the manner in which they are sold, 
The agents who go about the country 
selling these outs at ten dollars a 
bushel, irduce farmers to purchase by 
a promise to sell for them, from their 
{the farmer’s) crop, twice as many 
bushels as they purchased, at the 
same price--ten dollars. The farmer 
is induced to buy ten bushels of the 
oats for one hundred dollars, by the 
hope ofselling twenty bushels for two 
hundred dollars, and he thinks that 
this is guaranteed to him by a ‘bond’ 
given him by the seller. This bond, 
in spite of its abundance of green and 
red inks, its very broad seal (imtend- 
ed to look like gold, but is only Dutch 
metal), and the bold signature ofa 
secretary, this *‘bond,”’ sa-called, has 
no more binding effect than a mere 
memorandum ~sbmieric un Agi icudlu- 
rist for March.

At 

Monte Carlo everything is perfectly 

fair; what the player has to struggle 

with is the adyantage which the 

rules of the game give to the table. 


The officials of the Casino are num- 
erous—two inspectors who superin- 
tend the whole, inspectors of the ta- 
bles, and an army of croupiers (men 
who watch the cards and collect the 
money). The latter functionaries 
number seventy or eighty in sum- 
mer and 160 in winter, and are dress- 
ed irreproachubly in black, with 
white ties. The croupiers, through 
some myterious cause, are most bald, 
and have a wearled, melancholy 
look; the other officials are at the 
same time cringing to those in au- 
thority or to the rich habitues of the 
place and over-bearing to those un- 
fortupates who are down on their 
Juck, Some of the losers go out and 
kill themselves in the gardens,which 
unpleasant affairs are, if possible, 
hushed up or attributed to some 
other cause; a few have the sense to 
run away home; some come back 
regularly. 


Nor is the passion for play restrict- 
ed to the ruder sex. The tables have 
a potent fascination for ladies of all 
ranks and classes, Not a year passes 
without the report of some women of 
wealth and position being a victim to 
her infatuation for play.

and will ask a child or a stranger to 
make a stake for him, but he wil 
not share his winnings.

It is not to be forgotten that Mr. 
Johnson’s course was marked by the 
inherent qualities of his mind. He 
had two signal defects,either of which 
would impair his fitness for execu- 
tive duty; united they rendered him 
incapable of etticient administration 
—he was conceited and he was obsti- 
nate. Conceit without obstinacy may 
be overcome by the advice of judi- 
cious counsellors ; united with obsti- 
nacy it carries its possessor beyond 
the bounds of prudence, almost be- 
yond the control of reason, Obstina- 
cy united with good judgment is 
softened into the virtue of firmness, 
It has often been said that self-made 
men, as they are termed, are neces- 
sirily conceited. Like all aphorisms 
this must be taken with nurmberless 
exceptions, but it was singularly ap- 
plicable to Johnson, who was in all 
respects a self-made man, His great 
was never absent from his 
thoughts, and he was always looking 
at himself as he fancied he would ap- 
pear in history. Hecame to regard 
himself as the hero upon a remarka- 
ble stage of action, and natorally 
made the reflection that if he could 
have had in his early years the ad- 
vantages which many possess 
improving he would have 
made strides which would haye left 
him without rivals.

It is not our purpose at this time to 
deliyer a temperance lecture nor do 
we propose to indulge in a tirade of 
abuse against liquor or liquor inter. 
ests. Neither is it our Intention to 
advocate the advantages which: have 
accrued to such a yast number of our 
people by reason of the Local Option 
law. The fact that we have such a 
law, and the mode by which it is pro- 
posed to get rid of that Jaw, is the sub- 
ject with which we mean to deal. 
This law, where It is in force in Gar. 
rett county, was adopted by a major- 


ity of the people, solemnly adopted 
at the ballotbox. Beinga police reg- 
ulation, as we understand it, it would 
have been manifest!y unfair to have | 
put it in force in any other way. It} 
is always fair that a majority of the 
people should decide such a question | 
as is involved here. The people of | 
Grantsyille and others voted in favor 
of liquor, and the people of Oakland 
have no quarrel with them. We con- 
cede their right to decide for them- | 
selves. But have we not the same 
right? When we have decided against 
the sale of liquor is it right for another | 
district to come in and say we must 
have license, or in other words that | 
we don’t know what we want?

the same problem and If the savings 
ef the people be involved with the 
interests of the banks, the solution 
will be wiser and safer. A thousand 
million dollars of national securities 
will remain up to 1907, in which pos 
tal savings deposits may be invested. 
The bill contemplates the use of thes¢ 
funds at a low rate by the postal de- 
partment which, 
by its own revenues, 
need of a fund like 
months of the year. The want of 
auch funds has heretofore cost the 
government a higher rate of inter 
est. 

It it be asked what will the next 
generation do when our debt is paid, 
the answer is, they will meet this 
minor problem as they will greater 
financial problems. The worst that 
eould happen would be that the de- 
posits would remain in the treasury 
without interest. But what reflect- 
ing man expects soon to see the debt 
disappear? Let me point him to the 
rapid railway deyelopment and the 
disproportionate tnerease of postal fa- 
cilities. Penny postage isin the near 
future. Our railway mail service is 
in its youth. The present pension 
appropriations are seventy-five mil- 
lions for the next year. 
ing of the survivors of the Mexican 
war will naturally thereafter 
in pensioning at sixty-four years of 
age the soldiers of our late war. The 
growing sense of alarm will demand 
the expenditure of millions for forti- 
fications of our defenveless aurbors 
on both ocean coasts, on the lakes and 
Gulf. Millions more will be given 
to build up the navy. 

The transfer of the political ascen- 
dency in this couutry to the Miasis- 
sippi valley, means au rapid incresse 
of millions yearly in the annual bud- 
get for public buildings, for rivers 
and harbors. The situation admon- 
ishes the good citizen that we need 
rigid economy in public expenditure 
and that the public debt will survive 
two generations, as # basis for postal 
sayings funds and banking interests, 
Already the surplus fades and there 
is an estimated deficit for 1887. 

THE “PATERNAL” OBJECTION 

One more objection remains. Ad- 
ministration nihilists will say this 
scheme is too ‘‘paternal’ and it asks 
the government to do something for 
the people they ought todo for them- 
selyes. This illustrates the refined 
human selfishness which sometimes 
mmasquerades as altraistic wisdom, I 
usually meet this objection, coming 
from intelligent men and women 
who have insisted that this govern- 
ment should paternally carry tHeir

The material instinct appears to be 


peculiarly strong in the female seal,

The special election to be held on 
the 27th inst., as announced in our 
last issue, Is to determine the question 
whether license to sell intoxicating 
drinks or local option shal! prevail in 
Garrett county. This is an import- 
ant election and should be generally 
attended and participated in by the 
voters of the county. The question 
has two sides, and eyery voter in the 
county should determine for himself 
which is the side of right, and then 
cast his buliot in accordance with his 
determination. 

This election, and the great expense 
and inconyenience incident thereto, 
was entirely uncalled for, as the peo- 
pie had decided iess than two years 
ago in what districts license or local 
option should preyatl. The temper- 
ance people clatm that they were op- 
pesed to any ‘egislation on the sub- 
ject at this time, and sent to our 
representatives at Annapolis numer- 
ously signed petitions to that effect, 
and that the license advocates must 
bear the responsibility for the cost of 
the special election. 


Whatever may be the result of the | 


election, we hope that the wil/ of the 
people may be, for once in the history 
of our county, respected by politi- 
cians. In the vote on the school debt 
funding bill and on the local option | 
question the people decided what was | 
their pleasure, but our representatives 
to the Legislature decided that the 
will of the people was of no conse- 
quence to them, and their rights were 
trampled upon. The people should 
mow assert their sovereignty, and 
teach smaj! politicians that they are | 
no longer to be trifled with. 


A large majority of the people of 
the county were opposed to any agi- 
tation of this question at this time. 
Where local option prevailed it was 
the wish of a majority of the people 
that it should eontinue and in those | 
@istricts voting for license, the major- | 
ity is probably still in favor of license. 
Then why this re-submission ? Simp- 
ly for the benefit of a few liquor ad- | 
vocates in the local option districts, 
who would not agree to a vote by dis- | 
trict, as before, for they well knew | 


that the majority of the 


people of | 
these districts were against them, but | 
demanded that the vote should be by 
the entire county, hoping that the 
anti-local option districts would pull 
them through. They did not hesitate 
to jeopardise the interests of liquor | 
dealers in those districts. They wan- 
ted their chestnuts raked from the | 
fire and they propose that Bloom- | 
ington, Grantsville and Accident | 
shall be made the cat’s paw. 


A Joint caucus of Republican Sena- 
tors and Representatives was held in 
the hall of the House of Representa- 
tives Monday night to select mem- 
bers of the Congressional campaign 
aommittee. Senator Edmunds acted 
as chairman of the eaucus and Repre. 
sentative MeComas assecretary. The 
only action taken was the adoption 
of a resolution authorizing each State 
delegation to select a representative | 
on the campaign committee.

knowledge of the cause would have 
saved the waste of mach 
time,and may now enable us tojudge 
somewhat of proposed remedies and 
be trying them. 

“1. It is evident from 
ef growth of the fungus, almost whol 
ly within the potato plant, that we 
ean expect little from remedies di 
rectly applied, and applications of 
sulphur, lime, ete., which are destruc- 
tive to fungi growing 
surface of plants seem to haye little 
effect here. Still, we cannot say that 
it is impossible that there may be 
something applied tothe leafor roots 
which, absorbed into the tissucs, will 
destroy the fungus without injuring 
the plant. Recent apparent suceess 
in France in checking the related 
grape peronospora, by applications 
to the leaves, gives ground for hope. 
So far as we now know, there is more 
reason to expect success from the ap- 
plication of lime, ashes, sulphur and 
salt to the soil, which, while they 
assist the growth of the plant, may, 
perhaps, destroy the germinating 
spores of the fungus. There are cases 
im which the rot appears have 
been prevented by such applications, 
but we need more experiments on 
remedies of this kind. 

“2, Another plan which will sog- 
gest itself, considering that the dis- 
ease seldom appears before about the 
first of August, Is to plant early and 
have the crops as far advanced 
possible by that time. In this way 
early varietics can be made practi- 
eally safe from the rot; for even if 
they are not entirely ripe and out of 
the way by the time the rot anpeara, 
the vines and tubers are mature 
that for some reason they seem almost 
exempt from attack, even when rap- 
idly growing late sorts near, are badly 
affected. The plan of avoiding the 
rot by having the crop early, 
long ago adopted by the farmers of 
England and Treland, who, in 
to obtain an early start, placed their 
geed potatoes in a warm place in the 
house or barn fora few weeks before 
panting, to have them well sprout- 
ed. Every means possible should be 
used for this purpose, @ Warm expo- 
sure, sandy soll, frequent cultivation, 
liberal fertilization (except with raw 
manures)—everything that will bring 
forward the crop as rapidly as pos 
sible.

The Great Storms. 

Forest, O., May 15,—This place 
and vicinity was visited by a tornado 
Jast night about eleven o’clock, The 
air was flilled with balls of fire.which 
exploded with a loud, snapping 
souud.

Moore, John Thompson and J. Pick- 
ett seriously, but not fatally, The 
Big OUak school-hovse and church, 
two miles northeast of the town, are 
reported destroyed. Mr, 
Hubkard was fatally hurt, and his 
wife injured, by the blowing down of 
his residence. The Centerpool House, 
one mile west of town, wa laid to 
the ground, In the Blanchard River 
Valley the fences, telegraph poles, 
trees and many houses were laid low, 
and jit will bea few days before the 
wires can be fixed again along the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Railroad, The wires of the Indian- 
apolis, Bloomington and Western 
Road are down north oftown. In 
East Forest the Methodist church was 
demolished, and many shade and 
fruit trees were broken. down.

To Make Timber Pientifal. 


Ben: Perley says in the 
American Cultivator: Far better than 
ihe linported twaddle published by 
some of our arbori-culturista, Is the 
foliowing!practical advice by Profes 
sor Lazenby, of Cornell University. 
To make timber plentiful, he says, 
and to render our climate more 
genial, we must re clothe all rugged, 
broken land and rocky crests, in fact, 
every acre that is not cultivated, or 
is cultivated at a loss, with valuable 
forest trees. 

First—All ravines and steep hill- 
sides, all land too rocky to be thor- 
oughly cleared of stone and plowed, 
should be devoted to trees. 

Second—Protecting belts of timber 
should be planted wherever build- 
ings, orchards, gardens, etc., are ex- 
posed te cold, sweeping winds. 

Third —The banks of streams,ponds 
open ditches, etc., should be so plan- 
ted with trees that they will be pro- 
tected fromm abrasion by floods and 
rapid-currents. 

Fourth—All publie roads should be 
belted by graceful, stately trees, 

We should preserve, improve, and 
extend our existing forests by keep- 
ing up a constant succession of young 
growing trees of the best varieties. 
Yo do this it Is necessary : 

First—to allow no stock to run in 
yood lots for purpose of forage, This 
should be a rule inflexible aud re- 
lentless. 

Second—Young growth in forests 
should be thined moderately and ju- 
diciously. Worthless varieties should 
out and the valuable sorts 
should be trimmed up so that they 
will grow tall, forming trunk rather 
than branches. 

Third—Timber should be cut with 
intelligéht reference to future growth. 
Valuable trees that you wish to prop-

To clean black cloth or silk, sponge 
with warm water or coffee and a little 
ammonia; iron on the wrong side ; if 
the silk is thin add a little sugar to

If your eyes are inclined to be weak 
and inflamed, bathe often with salt 
water; and at night rub the lids with 
a little fresh lard. 

For chapped hands: One ounce 
glycerine, one ounce rose water; it 
is also good for the skin, and it at the 
sume time bleaches it. 

To clean men’s clothing, mix two 
parts alcohol and one part ammonia, 


| rub vigorously with sponge or woolen 


cloth. Good to clean all kinds of wool 
goods or carpets. 


The unpleasant odor left on the 
breath after eating onions is entirely 
removed by drinking a cup of strong 
coffee ; and coffee boiling while onions 
are cooking counteracts the smell. 

Remove foreign particles from the 
eye by putting in « flaxseed near the 
nose, start it upward, and it will go 
entirely around, usually bringing 
that for which it was sent. 


Good colonge is made from olts of 
rosmary and lemon, half a drachm, 
oils of bergamont and lavender each 
one-fourth drachms, oil of cinnamon, 
cloves and rose, each four drops, and 
alcohol one pint ; mix and shake often 
for a week.

Urop Prospects. 

The report of the Agricultural 
Bureau for June is highly encourag- 
aging as to all the important crops 
But it should not be forgotten that 
though published June 10, the repor¢ 
is necessarily based upon information 
eollected mainly in the 
May. As to winter wheat, it is a 
sufficient reply to the widely current 
reports of great injury to that crop in 
May that the Bureau estimates the 
condition June 1 only about 2 percent 
below that of May 1, or 92.27, and in 
1884, when the largest crop on record 
was haryested, the average reported 
by the Bureau for June 1 was 93. For 
this reason it is difficult to understand
